terey. 
The question was declared to be upon 
the Senate amendment to the title of 
the bill. 
After some discussion the Senate 
amendment to the tile of the bill was 
concurred in, 
The House concurred in Senate 
amendments to Sections 1, 2, 3, 4, 7, 9 
and II; concurred in amendments as 
to tlie renumbering of sections; and in 
tlie following amendment to Section 
12: To amend Section 12 by inserting 
after the words “Tulare Lake” in said 
section, “and upon ail cultivated lands 
fenced or unfenced in saidTularecoun- 
ty. 
All lands plowed or sown within 
t welve months last past shall be 
deemed cultivated lands.” 
Also, concurred in (lie following 
Senate amendment to said section: 
Amend Section 12 by striking out all 
between the words- “west” in line 30 
and “to” in line 34, and inserting in­ 
stead, “seven miles to tiie southeast, 
corner of section one, township thirty 
south, range twenty-four east; thence 
south on section 
line,” and, also, 
change the word “four” in line 37 so 
as to read “live.” 
The House refused to concur in the 
following amendment: Amend Sec­ 
tion 12bystnking out the words twen­ 
tieth day of February” and inserting 
“ the first day of March.” 
'file Clerk read the following amend­ 
ment to Section 12: Amend further hy 
inserting after the words, “shall take 
effect,” the words, “in the remaining 
portions of said counties of Tulare and 
Kern, on tlie first day of November, 
1874, and in the counties of Sun Louis 
Obispo and Monterey on the first day 
of May, 1874.” 
The House refused to concur in the 
amendment. 
The Clerk read the next amendment 
us follows: 
Amend the last amendment but one 
to Section 12, which provides that said 
Act shall take effect in the comities of 
San Luis Obispo and Monterey on tlie 
tirstday of May, 1874, by striking, out 
tlie word “May” after the words “Mon­ 
terey tlie first day of,” and inserting 
tlie word “July.”

Amend by adding to the words “on 
the 1st day of July, 1874,” in tlie 
amendment to the last amendment 
but one to section 12, the following 
words, namely: “provided that as to 
all lands and parcels of land in tlie 
county of Fresno, situate west of tlie 
San Joaquin Valley Railroad, and 
south of tlie San Joaquin river, and 
east of said railroad, and south ol 
King’s river, not cultivated, this Act 
shall not take effect and lie in force 
until the 1st day of November, 1874.” 
The House refused to concur in the 
amendment.

adopted: Amend by striking out all 
tlie remaining part of tlie section fol­ 
lowing after the amendments, 
Mr. Ferguson moved tW request of 
the Senate a confevciao on the bill 
under consideration, and to appoint a 
committee of five thereon; which was 
carried.

The Wonders oi the Yellowstone. 


Wonders of the Yellowstone Re­ 
gion ” is the nar&tive of a series of dis­ 
coveries made by exploring parties in 
the Yellowstone Lake Region of the 
Rocky Mountains. This district is up­ 
wards of 0,000 feet above tlie sea loved, 
whilst the Lake, with an area of 33o 
miles, is 7,437 feet above tlie sea level. 
The district is entirely surrounded by 
the peaks of the Rocky Mountains, and 
combines within its circumference a 
series of natural wonders and phenom­ 
ena unparalleled in any other part of 
tlie world. 
The explorers discovered a 
series of hot springs or geysers, one of 
which, known as the “Grand Geyser,” 
when in eruption, fills its basin with 
boiling water, forming a well about 
tweuty-fi,\'e feet iu diameter, and 10Ü 
feet deep. , The central body of water 
rushes Into the air to a high! of ninety 
feet, while five minor jets ascend to 
the enormous bight of 250 feet, the 
clouds of ijtjenm rqshing up to a liight 
oi5tM»feet. Tlie earth trembles unfler 
the descending deluge from this vast 
fountain; a thousand hissing sounds 
arc heard in tlie air; rainbows encircle 
the summit of tlie jets with a halo of 
celestial glory. In un aflea of 55 miles 
by 67 miles, about 1,500 hot springs 
and geysers were counted. Another 
marvelous 
scene 
is the 
“ Grand 
Cañón,” or ravine, into which the river 
is precipitated. The upper Fall is 140 
feet in night, and within a quarter of 
a mile the stream rushes over a preci­ 
pice 350 high. The water then de­ 
scends iuto the canon tq tlie depth of 
about 3,000 feet. The explorers went 
nearly lialf-way down, aud, looking up 
through the gloom, saw tlie stars in 
tlie heavens soon after mid-day. The 
wonderful district has been set apart 
by the United States Legislature as a 
great national pleasure ground, from a 
conviction that in a few years it will 
bo a piace of resort for visitors from all 
parts of the world. This highly inter­ 
esting work contains an animated de­ 
scription of tiie explorations made in 
1870-71, aud is illustrated by maps and 
engravings. 
It is edited by James 
Richardson, and published by Blackie 
& Hon, of Paternoster buildings. 


Texas and Pacific Matten. 


The* Hñn Diego Union of the 28tli 
contains tho following, in reference to 
the prospects of this road: 
Mr. James A. Evans, Chief Engineer 
of tlie California Division of the Texas 
and Pacific Railway, returned to Han 
Diego on the Orizaba yesterday. 
Mr. 
Evans left Han Diego a little over six 
months ago, and proceeded to Omaha, 
and thence to Philadelphia. 
He re­ 
turns in the best of health and spirits, 
and gives a clioering statement of the 
affuirs of the Company. 
Col. Scott is 
confident that the bill providing for 
Government aid to the road will lie 
passed, and lias also every confidence 
that the construction of the line will 
be prosecuted with such energy that 
the predictions made by him will be 
more than verified. 
Mr. Evans states that tlie work at 
Han Diego will be continued without 
interruption. Col. Scott is as anxious 
that the construction shall go forward 
at this end of the line as our own peo­ 
ple, and he requested Mr. Evans to 
say to tlie citizens (if Han Diego, em­ 
phatically, that Stin Diego was tiie 
terminus’of the road, not only in the 
law hut in the intention of the Com­ 
pany; that it had been so from the be­ 
ginning, and that no other purpose 
has been or will lie entertained by the 
Company. Ho gave this as a special 
message, and desired the public to lie 
at rest upon the terminus question, 
once for ail. 
Tt is probable that tlie Atlantic and 
Pacific it)ad will ho connected with the 
Texas and Pacific at some point in tho 
State of Texas, whence the single track 
will run to Han Diego. In that case 
the land grants of the former Compa­ 
ny, in l lie Territories and in California 
would ixrglven np; and this w in lie 
another cause which will operate tp

J u d g e Lindley’s C o m m e n t a r i e s . 


A pressure of other duties, and in­ 
ability to give the subject the con­ 
sideration that is due, lias heretofore 
prevented us making a review of Judge 
Findley’s Commentaries on the Codes. 
We feel an especial pride in this 
work. Our State has taken the lead 
in Codification, and on the perfection 
of the work wi% depend in a great 
measure, the rapidity with which the 
reform will progress in other States. 
The commentator is a resident of our 
city, and a gentleman in whose legal 
reputation we feel a n . honest pride, 
and lastly the pamphlet In question 
was mainly printed at this office. 
The work is a novelty in its way. It 
is brief but thorough, historical, philo­ 
sophical and practical. 
If any one 
wishes to know why the Courts are 
overburdened with business and the 
people harried with litigation, they can 
ascertain from this work. The author 
shows that it results in a great meas­ 
ure from ignorance and carelessness 
in framing the laws. Every man in 
the community should read and re­ 
read it, and realizing the important 
fact that but few men are qualified to 
prepare the “form of law,’’ leai;u to 
exercise more judgment in selecting 
the legislators, on whose judgment 
the frame-work of our statutes de­ 
pends. 
The author is completely devoted to 
his work, and strives to place it upon 
a higher professional plane. He has 
evidently written against a current of 
prejudice, against the adverse judg­ 
ment of his co-Conlmissioners, the 
Revisory Board, the Legislature, the 
Executive, and 
thoughtless 
public 
opinion. 
There is a spirit and earnestness 
about the work, a conscientiousness 
that is refreshing. 
In ids letter of 
resignation as Code Commissioner, 
quoted in the introduction, our author 
says: 
“ If conditions arise under which a 
careful, patient, professional examina­ 
tion can be given to this great work, 
the four Codes, and if my experience 
can, at any future time, be made use­ 
ful in bringing it to a higher de­ 
gree 
of 
perfection, 
I shall most 
cheerfully contribute them without 
official recognition or reward. I do 
not deny my responsibility for bring­ 
ing forward*and urging the adoption 
of the Code system, nor ignore my 
moral obligation to utilize for the 
State 
the 
experience and special 
knowledge of the subject resulting 
from nineteen months of diligent 
labor.” 
And speaks of this offer in the fol­ 
lowing terms: 
“The conditions have arisen under 
which we can make a ‘careful exam­ 
ination,’ and we intend to carry out 
the offer in letter and in spirit.” 
Again in the appendix, in the letter 
to H . H. Haight and forty-five law­ 
yers and judges who recommended his 
appointment as Code Commissioner, 
he says, 
“I believe my experience as Com­ 
missioner has taught me some truths, 
of which I desire to make a record for 
the use of the State that gave me 11n­ 
experience, and perhaps for that of 
other States which may follow in codi­ 
fication. It is from these experiences 
that I speak with reference to the fu­ 
ture.” 
The work having been in great part 
issued from this office, we happen to 
know that it was prepared under many 
difficulties, and the author in this let­ 
ter says: 
“Accompanying a copy of this com­ 
munication to each of you, are the 
proof sheets of the first part of a vol­ 
ume—a pamphlet to which I invite 
your critical attention. 
You will pass 
its imperfections, of style and detail, 
and extend to it your indulgence in 
these particulars; for it lias been pre­ 
pared under embarrassments, in de­ 
tached parts, at different times and 
places, and without that mental free­ 
dom and continuity necessary for so 
difficult a work. Besides it covers a 
field in which none can be, infallible. 
Upon the rules themselves and upon 
the general theory and scope of the 
work, your fullest and mosr impartial 
criticisms are invited.” 
His fourth rule for codification is 
somewhat overburdened with illustra­ 
tions but the work as a whole is terse, 
clear and vigorous in style. His idea 
of the qualifications of a Code ( '0111- 
missioner are to the point, and worthy 
a careful perusal. 
“ When codification is necessary, tho 
highest capacity of a State should be 
invoked. 
To 
obtain 
harmonious 
minds, prudent, yet progressive, with 
a high degree of scholastic and legal 
attainments, 
solidity of judgment, 
habits of industry and fidelity of pur­ 
pose is not the least of the difficulties 
found in 
approaching the subject. 
The 
largest experience, the ripest 
judgment, the finest capacity should 
he brought to the work—men who can 
clearly comprehend tin- evils to he 
remedied, and yet the danger of m ix­ 
ing and remodeling systems, except 
with extrem e care—minds of quick 
thought, comprehensive scope, clear 
analysis, and an untiring patience and 
continuity, that can examine and re­ 
examine a particular suction and Us 


/ •elation with every other section, pro.ri- 
i natch i or remotely brariny upon the 
same subject—its relation with a sys­ 
tem —minds that can carry a system, 
us well us a siuylc idea—tiiat can hind 
tliemeelves to the work us a whole— 
looking entirely through from the 
beginning of the first book to the end 
of the last, severely studying, at the 
same time, the body and each limb 
thereof.” 
“The undivided time and thought, 
the whole soul, must lie in the work, 
to the.exclusion of all other things. 


How can whole systems be carried in 
the mind and properly 
considered 
without spel» exclusiveness? 
There 
must be real fidelity to the w o rk - 
such as a high moral character and a 
sacred regard to truth, honesty and 
honor will secure,—securing also re­ 
spect and confidence as between those 
immediately charged wjth the work. 
Hence to find three or live men with 
ail the qualifications 
necessary to 
secure harmony, unanimity, equal and 
similar labor, and finally, the highest 
result, is codification hull'performed.” 
To the general reader as well as the 
professional man this work will he 
found a reliable assistant in under­ 
standing the science of law, and titere 
can be no question that it will soon 
find its way into the library of every 
student who desires to keep pace with 
the advance of legal science.

T H E UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA. 


EM 
Shccow. kVril*, Xecil* aiicl 
HinuJiis l»rof. «ilmiur* l.ectiiro. 


Professor I). C. Gilman, President of 
the State University, lectured to a 
large audience in the Assembly Cham­ 
ber last night. Ho was introduced by 
the Speaker, .Mr. Esto, and spoke at 
some length, designing to give a his­ 
tory of the University, its scope, suc­ 
cess, perils,needs and benefits. Though 
his residence had been brief in the 
State, it had been long enough to con­ 
vince him that seeds had been sown in 
educational matters which in time 
would grow and be an honor to the 
State. 
In the first place, lie would di 
rect the attention of those present to 
the scope of t lie University. The Act 
under which its charter was granted, 
was passed Mat'dl -3d, 1 SOS. 
It has a 
two-fold design: 
First, the education 
of the young; second, the accumula­ 
tion of all possible knowledge of all 
branches that wil l tend to increase our 
comprehension of the affairs and his­ 
tory of the world. It is designed to 
become a sort of higher Normal School, 
in which all teachers will ultimately 
be taught. 
It is strictly unseetarian. 
By its spirit of affiliating with other 
educational institutions, it combines 
the various special line» of st uffy. Act­ 
ing in the uamd of the State, its only 
object lias been the promotion of edu­ 
cation, leaving obligatory religious in­ 
struction to tin* churches as their sepa­ 
rate ¿vork. 
We have endeavored to 
fix three standards of admission: the. 
scientific, the classical and the general. 
Respecting the practical application of 
knowledge the University at Berkeley 
affords opportunities for young men to 
become proficient in certain useful 
arts, some of which are immediately 
remunerative, without interfering se­ 
riously with the progress of study— 
work now provided.

Practical chemistry, in laborato­ 
ries adapted to all the varieties of 
clunical resea rob. 
Practical engineering, with in­ 
struments adapted to surveying, level­ 
ing, topographical works, etc.

Experimental 
agriculture and 
horticulture, forestry and the care of 
trees.

Landscape gardening and t In­ 
laying out qf grounds, as the site at 
Berkely is developed. 
5. Study of minerals, ores, fossils, 
animals and plants, in the museums 
and working-rooms, and in the open 
air.

Practical printing, in an office 
adapted to do the work of the Univer­ 
sity.

p. Teaching, as assistants, in math­ 
ematics, chemistry, etc. 
We often hear the question pro­ 
pounded, “ What will make a great 
and successful State of California?” 
Some say that the development of the 
mines will do it: some say that our 
wine interest, our fruit interest, or our 
manufacturing interest, will be the 
agency to bring it about. Doubtless 
the State that possesses a combination 
of them all will be the most successful. 
Now, the University is calculated, in 
the scope before it, to contribute to 
them all. 
Though it be impossible in 
one school to thoroughly educate the 
minds of its students in all the varied 
minutic of every branch of science, it 
is possible to lay thorough founda­ 
tion. The speaker here spoke at length 
of the workings of the Cornell Univer­ 
sity, the Bussy Institute, and other 
institutions whose main object was 
experimental horticulture and agri­ 
culture. The record of these schools 
shows that where agriculture is the 
only study, it amounts to little; hut 
where it is combined with the various 
other sciences, it. becomes a necessity. 
The students of agriculture must have 
opportunities to study all the applica­ 
ble sciences. In the University all 
these advantages arc given. The ag­ 
ricultural student receives the instruc­ 
tion of sixteen teachers, whose efforts 
are directed to expand the mind that 
it may embrace not the mere drudgery 
of a farm, but the collateral knowl­ 
edge incident to this great branch of 
hu man employment. 
The question is asked, "Does the 
University p a y ? ” 
He spoke of the 
financial basis of the institution—of 
its lands, its buildings, its museum, 
its library of 11,000 volumes, anil its 
teachers. But it must not be consid­ 
ered from a financial basis altogether; 
he disliked the idea of placing • o much 
importance, on the “ Alm ighty Dol­ 
lar.” He said investigations were the 
order of the day, and he wished the 
scholars of the school could he inves­ 
tigated. The school is so far a success. 
True, there may be imperfections in 
the buildings—there may be possible 
improvements to be made in its con­ 
duct. But it is what the State wanted, 
what it aimed for—a University. 
The institution has its dangers. 
It 
is in danger of too much investigation 
and of too little investigation. Of too 
little interference, and of too much, 
Some gentlemen would have it alto­ 
gether of a literary character, like the 
schools of old times. 
Some would 
have it of a scientific nature. Some 
want one thing, and some want alto­ 
gether another. 
What the school 
needs 
is «steady, stable treatment. 
Don’t pull up the root to see if it is 
growing. 
It wants patience, liberality 
in conflicting views, economy in man­ 
agement; jt needs more books and 
more additions to its collections of 
specimens, etc., and in the immediate 
future it is doubtless that additional 
building accommodations will be re­ 
quired. 
‘ 
The speaker 
refrerod 
to several 
private donations which had been 
made to the college, and estimated 
that upwards of *198,two had been 
given to it during tlio time tlmt he had 
been connected with 
the institute. 
Other gifts had been promised, and 
tlie prospect was that before long the 
State Institute would be the most 
richly endowed public institution in 
the State. 
Contrary to expectation 


the speaker did not refer to the recent 
investigation of the colleges, but di­ 
rected bis remarks entirely to the in­ 
trinsic merits of the school as such, 
assignjng as a reason a desire not to 
forestall the opinion of those present 
on a matter of grave importance now 
under examination, and which all par­ 
ties concerned should be desirous of 
arriving at 
“the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth.” 
During his entire remark lie was 
listened to with deep attention, and 
greeted with applause at the close. 
To this end of the State the Univer­ 
sity is a myth, 
l ’erhaps it is our mis­ 
fortune arising from our remoteness 
from the “Huh.” Of the great num­ 
ber of Regents none have been ap­ 
pointed south of rian Francisco or Santa 
Clara, though we are taxed for its sup­ 
port. 
W e hear of it whenever the 
Legislature meets —once in two years 
—when funds are wanted. 
Notwithstanding this 
the 
whole 
State should be friendly to a Univer­ 
sity — the highest public school. 
It 
docs not matter so much where tlie 
Regents reside as it does to what are 
their fitness for the trust. 
W e want 
honest men, thoroughly qualified, and 
imbued as 
educators — men whose 
character and surroundings furnish an 
absolute guarantee that they are ill 
sympathy with labor — with industry 
in 
connection 
, with 
study. 
We 
want men who will 
make u few 
hours’ labor each day to be honored, 
or at least respected among the stu­ 
dents. Doubtless the Regents as a body 
have spent time without compensa­ 
tion, and as a rulo have performed 
their- duties conscientiously looking 
from their stand-point, and in view of 
their immense private interests and 
business to be eared for, and their small 
personal interest in University mat­ 
ters. 
The labor problem—training 
boys to habits of industry—setting ex­ 
amples—is the great problem of to­ 
day. 
, 
In our judgment a ¡State Board of 
Education, consisting of live thor­ 
oughly competent men — educators 
combining also business talent—prop­ 
erly paid, could manage the public 
schools, from University down, better 
than un omnibus Board of gratuitous 
Senators, including missionaries and 
State officers. 
By the way, tlio Normal School 
ought to be a branch of the University, 
and its building sold for an insane asy­ 
lum for those who voted it a separate 
institution. 


The Legislative Prayer. 


In tlie California Legislature, at the 
opening, considerable discussion took 
place in regard to the chaplaincy. 
Various proposals were made, but 
what conclusion was arrived at is not 
known to the writer. It is rather ab­ 
surd to hire a man to pray, and then 
know that he feels, unless his prayers 
are for ends desired by tlie majority, 
his position is precarious. 
In W isconsin, the Grangers, who 
are the originators of all good recent 
political inventions, have proposed the 
following: 
W h ere am, Tlie 
taxpayers 
and 
Grangers of this State desire that all 
middlemen should be dispensed with, 
andas the opening of tlie sessions of 
this House by prayer from the resident 
clergy would be an act attended with 
considerable expense to the State; 
therefore, 
Resolved, That instead of the clergy 
of tlie city opening the sessions by 
prayer, that duty shall be performeii 
by the members. The member whose 
name was found at the head of the list, 
as arranged by the Clerk, shall be the 
first to perform that duty; the next 
man on the roll to perform the duty 
the day following; this to continue un­ 
til the whole list has been gone 
through with. 
In ease of the absence 
of any member on the day when this 
duty shall be required of him, then 
the duty shall be performed by the 
speaker. 
Now, this is good, and tlie effect 
would be glorious. Think of the .Sen­ 
ator from San Diego offering up the 
prayer at tlie morning hours, or our 
own Nietos representative. 
Think 
liow beautiful in spirit they might be, 
and how liappy their constituents 
would be over their conversion. 


A wharf is to be constructed at Ala­ 
meda Point on San Leandro buy. 
Nearly four hundred feet in length 
and eight hundred feet in width is al­ 
ready dredged on the Oakland bar, and 
the work goes bravely’ on.

ITofcsspr Walton is willing to un­ 
dertake lioring a hole through White 
Pine Mountain in Nevada county, pro­ 
viding Congress will grant tile neces­ 
sary franchise and financial assistance.

Bunker Hili. 


A little over a year molt-, and the 
100th anniversary of the Battle of 
Bunker H ill will take place. 
A little 
band of heroes, then inaugurated a 
struggle, which brought untold results. 
It is very fitting tlmt their deeds should 
tie commemorated. 
The nation at 
large is very justly arranging for a 
celebration on an extensive scale, of 
the centennial anniversary’ of this 
event. This will instil patriotic impulse 
into tlie souls of those of the coming 
generations, and prepares them for the 
struggles, which they, in life, must 
undergo. Overhanging Los Angeles 
is a hill similar to Bunker H ill—nay, 
it is larger. 
From it all the city can

The City Surveyor has 
been ordered to define the grades and 
lines of Olive,Charity,and Bunker Hill 
avenue, from Hill to Hope; Second 
street, and Tetnple street, from H ill 
to Hope. This will bring these lands 
within easy reach of the business part 
of the city. The distance to tlie Court 
House is less than it is from tlie Turn­ 
ers Hall. 
Mr. Beaudrv being tlie owner, by 
perfect and indisputable title, offers 
the following scheme, believing that 
it supplies a felt want.
